Bank of England Salaries 

To enter the service of the Bank of | 
England a candisate must be nominat- 
ed by a director, be of good moral 
character, pass a quelifying (not com- 
petitive) examination and be between 
eighteen and twenty-two years cld | 
The first year his salary is $500, and} 
then it rises at the rate of $50 a year. 
At the end of the fifth year he pro- 
ceeds to the fourth class or else leaves 
ithe service of the bank. According 
to figures furnished by one of the 
bank's officials, the average pay at the 
end of ten years is $1,060. At fifteen 
years it is $1,300, twenty years $1,545, 
thirty years $1.45; after that the sen- 
ior clerks pags to $2,150. The staff 
and special posts, numbering about 
/100, are won by meritorious service. 
The highest salary is paid the chief 
|cashier and is $15,000. The chief ac- 
countant draws $12,500, and there are 
several appointments ranging from $7,- 
|500 to $3,500. Agents of branches re- 
ceive up to $12,000 There is a pen- 
sion system to which the clerk does 
not contribute, but for which he is 
qualified after ten years’ service.— 
Moody's Magazine.

Cfficial Bread 


This is the way to make official 
bread, given out by the chief cook of 
the department of-agriculture: 

“For -hree pound loares—make fer- 
ment of one ounee cake compressed 
yeast, one ounce granulated sugar, half 
ounce salt and twenty ounces water. 
Place in 2"en temperature for an 
hour. Weigh four and one-half pounds 
flour and let it warm. Mix flour and 
ferment together. Cover mixture and 
warm for twenty minutes. If dough 
is too stiff add lukewar.n water. After 
twenty minutes mc.,e take up dough 
with hands slightly greased and fold 
over and over fourteen times. Cover, 
set aside for twenty rainutes; then 
fold nine times. After twenty minutes 
more mo!d into loaves and bake forty 
minutes in a steady oven 400 to 410 
degrees F. A cup of water in the cven 
will make a tenderer crust.”

RAILWAY LINES 


Old Country Marufacturers Will In- 
augurate a “Buy British Goods” 
Campaign in Canada—An Exten- 
tive Advertising Scheme Will 
Carried Out. ¢ 
The manufacturers of the old coun- 

try are in the sear future to make a 

bid for a larger share in the rapidly 

increasing import-trade of Canada, and 
with this end in view a carefully or- 

ized campaign of far-reaching pos- 
sibilities ig being inaugurated by the 

Canadian chamber of commerce in the 

empire's capital. 

Yhe chicf visible sign of the cam- 
paign will be an exhibition train to 
run over all the thousands of miles 
of the Canadian railways, for a year 
a. first, and . terwards for as many 
years as British traders find it use- 
ful and profitable. It will exhibit ex- 
amples of the best of British goods 
suitable for Canadian use, made by 
representative British firms. 

it wag at first proposed to hire the 
train from one of the Canadian rail- 
ways, but it has been decided that, 
to carry out the “Made in Britain 
fdea to the fullest extent, the train it- 
self and the locomotive shall be buiit 
im the United Kingdom, the finest ihe 
country can produce, and = taken 
across the Atlantic with the other 
exhibits. 

The organizer of the scheme, Mr 
4. J. Beirne, secretary of the Canac- 
fan chamber of commerce,  talling 
of the campaign, said: 

“As a preliminary to the train tour, 
we promise to sence out special com- 
missioners to investigate conditions, 
especially on the transport question, 
with particular reference to the pos 
sibilities of the Panama canal in re- 
gard to trade between this country 
and Western Canada. ; 

“Our idea in running this train is 
that since less than a quarter of 
Canada’s import trade comes from 
this country there is immense scope 
for an expansion of trade there, if 
British manufacturers know what js 
wanted :n Canada, and Canadians 
know what they can get here, and 
when they can get it. We do not 
want to displace Canadian-made goods, 
but foreign manufacturers, and our 
motto is: “Whether made in Canaca 
or in the United Kingdom—Buy Brit- 
ish goods.’ 

“There will be a‘ least six exhibi- 
“tion cars on the train, 70 feet long by 
10 feet high and 10 feet wide, and 
each will cost $20,000 a year to run, so 
that exhibitors will have to pay 
roughly $300.q ‘oot for sections of the 
ear. Bach car will be divided in dif- 
ferent ways, according to tle article 
exhibited. Part of it may be divided 
by a central gangway, with platforms 
or show cases of equal width, on 
either side, for which $150 a foot 
would be paid. Another section could 
be divided by 2 side gangway, with 
only a wall show case for small shop- 
window goodz on one side.

A STUPENDOUS TASK 


Taking the Census of India’s aa 
Population 

The task of taking a census of 
India must be stupendous considering 
that vast country numbers over 300,- 
000,000 persons, scattered over an area 
of 1,807,000 square miles. 

A staff of two milion persons was 
employed for the purpose, and the 
census Was taken in one night in 
March, at a cost of only $675,000. 

The difficulties .were especially 
great iwing to the long lines of 
railway, the big rivers on which 
boats iravel sometimes for days 
without comitg to, the bank, the sor- 
ests to which woodcutters resort, of- 
ten for weeks at a time, and the 


numerous sacred places, which, on 
occasions, attract many thousands of 
pilgrims. 


People had to be enumerated whcr- 
ever they were caught. In the case 
of railways, for instance, all persons 
travelling by rail who took tickets 
after 7 p.m. on the night of the cen- 
sis Were enumerated either on the 
platform or in the trains. The latter 
were all stopped at 6 am. on _the 
following morning, in order to in- 
clude any travellers who up till then 
had escaped notice. 

In spite of this, and owing to the 
vast work done preliminarily, the re- 
sults for the whole of India were re- 
ceived complete nine days later, and 
were issued in print the next day. 
This rapidity, as the official report 
mentions with justifiable pride, “is 
not approached even in the smallest 
European state.” 

The suminary tables show that the 
total population of India (including 
the native states) on the night the 
census was taken was 315,156,396 ‘as 
against 294,361,05 ten years  prev- 
jously, of whom 217,586,892 were 
Hindus, 66,647,299 were Moslems, 10,- 
721,453 were Buddhists, and 3,876,203 
were Christians. The literates num 
bered only 18,539,578 persons, and 
agriculture claimed the labor of 
224,695,909 p.rsons, as against 35,- 
$23,041 persons engaged in industry.

PRISONERS PLANT FORESTS 


Australian Convicts Reforest 500 Acres 
of Waste Land of the State 

According to a recent report of the 
forestry department, of New South 
Wales, good corduct convicts at the 
state prison, instead of breaking stone, 
are now engaged in the more useful 
and healthful work of replanting with 
trees the waste lands of the state. At 
one prison alone 25,000 trees, mostly 
American ash and pines were plant- 
ed in 1913, and so successful have 
these plantations been that this work 
will be considerably extended in the 
present year. 

A similar idea-has been worked out 
successfully by the city of San Diego 
in California, which possesses 7,000 
acres of bare rolling sand land at a 
distance of ten miles from the city A)

Ontario has a Counties Refor- | 
estation Act making possible the ac-| 
quisition of such waste land for refor- 
estation purposes by municipal coun-| 
cils, but up to the present time only 
one county has availed itself of this 
opportunity Quebec and the Domin-} 
ion government have also passed legis- 
lation to encourage tree planting, and 
the Dominion forestry branch in the 
last fiscal year distributed nearly 4,- 
000,000 trees from the nurseries at In-| 
dian Head for woodlot planting in| 
Western Canada. 

The growing of forest trees on waste | 
land can in most cases be made a profit-| 
able undertaking, besides providing | 
labor to a considerable number of mea, 
yet no extensive reforestation has as 
yet been done in Eastern Canada.

ALL WIRELESS OPERATORS MUST 
NOW HAVE A LICENSE FROM 
NAVAL DEPARTMENT 
Regulations Hive Been Issued Gov 
erning Operation of All Radio-Tele- 
graph Equipment in the Dominion— 
Amateurs Have Caused Serious In- 

convenience. 

Elaborate regulations have been is- 
sued by the naval department govern- 
ing the issuing of licenses and the con- 
trol of operation of all radio-telegraph, 


| equipments in Canada, whether in the 


hands of amateurs or for commercial 
purposes, either on land or in Canad- 
jan registered vessels. The regula- 
tions are based on the uniform rules 
drawn up two years ago by the Inter 
national Radio-Telegraph convention 
They apply not only to the “profess- 
jonal” wireless operator, but also to 
the hundreds of amateur operators 
throughout Canada, whose indiscrimin- 
ate sending out of wave-lengths would 
if uncontrolled lead to serious inter- 
ference with the work of government- 
al or commercial] stations. 

Hereafter every wireless operator 
must have a iicense from the naval 
service department. and must com- 
Ply with all the conditions of such 
license, on penalty of a fine not ex- 
ceeding fifty dollars or three months’ 
imprisonment. For a limited coast 
Station license the annual charge is 
$10; for a public commercial license, 
$50; for a private commercial license, 
$10; for an experimental! license, $5, 
and for an amateur license, $1. 

Provision is made in each license 
for the character of the wave-lengths 
to be used and the range allowed. Al! 
amateur operators are required when 
operating to listen for the signal 
“Stop,” which will indicate that they 
are interfering with commercial busi- 
ness. If that signal is heard the oper- 
ator must stop until it is cancelled by 


}@ duly authorized government station. 


A distinctive call for each station is 
allotted with the license, and no sta- 
tion must be worked by anyone not 
holding at least an amateur expeit- 
mental certificate of proficiency secur- 
ed from the naval service department. 

For ocean-going vessels, it is pro- 
vided that there must be an emer- 
gency source of power for operating 
instantly available, and hours are 


| specified during which the operators 


must be constantly “on watch.”
